ceiving the announcement that Prince Cupid had come out squarely as 
a Republican with cheers which reached the street, without hesitation, 
waiting only for tne speeches of the friends of the Prince, decided by a 
vote practically unanimous that he should have the nomination. 
CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 


The convention began with applause, 


for the appearance of Chairman Rob- 
ertson of the Republican Central Com- 
mittee on the platform to call for order 
was the signal for a reception. Mr. 
Robertson after the reading of the con- 
vention call had it translated for the 
Hawaiian members. 


Mr. Robertson then, on behalf of the 


Territorial Central Committee, thanked 
the gentlemen assembled for their sup- 
port since the beginning of the organiz- 
ation and expressed a trust that they 
would turn the organization over to 
their successors, in at least as good a 
shape as they had received it.

EMOCRACY practically changed 


its name last night to Home 
Rulism, when the local party of 
Democrats adopted the report of 


a subcommittee through its chairman. 
Col, McCarthy, to effect a fusion with 
the Home Rule party and place R. W. 
Wilcox at the head of^«fie van as their 
Standard bearer. This morning a com- 
mittee consisting of Col. McCarthy, 
Frank Harvey and Fred Hayselden will 
confer with a committee appointed by 
the Home Rulers to agree upon the rep- 
resentation that each party will have 
upon the legislative ticket 
Robert 


Wilcox will head the fusion ticket for 
delegate to Congress. 


The Democrats held a meeting last 


night in Waverley hall to hear the re- 
port of the sub-committee appointed by 
the general committee on fusion, and 
adopted the report to fuse with the 
Home Rulers, without much dissent. In 
fact, the Democrats claimed that the 
Democratic and Home Rule parties 
were one and the same thing, and that 
Wilcox, if elected by the combination, 
would have a good deal to say in Wash- 
ington next session despite statements 
to the contrary that the delegate from 
Hawaii would have to be in harmony 
with the Republican party which was 
now in control of the administration. 


When the meeting was called to or- 


der. Col. McCarthy for the general com- 
mittee arose and stated that the sub- 
committee had practically effected 
a 


fusion with the Home Rulers, and ask- 
ed for the rejection or adoption of the 
report. Dr. Noblitt moved that the re- 
port of the committee be adopted, and 
it was carried. The Democrats, who 
had previously lambasted Wileox to the 
best of their ability, then arose and 
began to tell how much they had al- 
ways admired him, both personally and 
politically. 


Col. Cornwell stated his position In 


the matter, saying that the fusion with 
the Home Rulers was the only thing 
the Democrats could do, and although 
he was a good Democrat, yet he saw no 
other course open than to endorse Wil- 
cox. 


Fred Terrill said he had opposed Wil- 


cox, but if the Democratic party join- 
ed with the Home Rulers he would tell 
every Hawaiian that it was the best 
move that had ever been made. 
He 


said the Republicans had taken a lan- 
tern to look for a. man to head the tick- 
et and were doing anything "to beat 
Wilcox." To him this was insincerity. 
He said this was not for the benefit of 
the Home Rulers. He said the Repub- 
licans had gone to Cupid and asked 
whether he would run on their ticket 
to beat Wilcox. He wanted to know if 
this was sincerity to "us." The admin- 
istration at Washington had promised 
a Republican victory In Hawaii this 
fall, and to that end have been looking 
for a candidate to beat Wilcox. 
He 


thought Wilcox was the man for the 
Democrats, and was an eminently prop- 
er man to head their ticket, 


Frank Harvey spoke in a similar vein 


saying. "When the wind blows we must 
follow the wind in order to win the 
day." 
Charles Crelghton said he heartily en- 


dorsed Cornwell. and like Cornwell, the 
Democratic national commltteeman, he 
would vot° for and stand for Wllcox 
through thick and thin.

the United States the Morse system is 
used exclusively, whereas all foreign 
telegraph and cable companies, as well 
as all of the American cable companies 
across the Atlantic, use the Interna- 
tional system of signals, which is en- 
tirely different. 
Very few Americans 
have learned the International system. 
and "in case an American operator of 
the cable on the Asiatic side should be 
disabled or unobtainable a foreign op- 
erator could readily be picked up, while 
the restriction 
to American citizens 


would endanger the whole operation of 
the cable. 
The company are still in 
hopes that a modification of the re- 
quirements by the government will be 
made. If not, there will probably be 
an additional delay in laying the cable 
beyond Honolulu, but this will not af- 
fect the laying of the San Francisco- 
Honolulu section.

HILO, August 29.—The Tribune says: 


The volcano at Kilauea is in the most 
vl»l<-nt stale of eruption that has oc- 
cuned since 1892. 


An earthquake shook Ililo last ..ion- 


day night and within a few minutes 
thereafter

House, thirty miles a\\ay, stated that 
the pit of Halemaumau was reflecting 
a light plainly visible on the clouds. 
The message also stated that Mr. Wal- 
dron would go at once to the crater's 
edge three milea away and see what 
had happened. 


Tuesday morning Mr. W'aldron was 


able to report that he had looked Into 
the pit and 
seen a boiling, 
tempest 


tossed lake o£ molten lava, 400 feet In 
diameter and probably 800 to 1000 feet 
below the rim of the great cauldron. 


The face of the 
lake of liquid flre 


would alternately be black and white 
like the gushing fluid that leaps from 
the furnaces of a steel 
plant. 
The 


oxidization and cooling of the fiery fluid 
would blacken the surface with a pall 
that would clothe the vast 
inverted 


cathedral in darkest gloom. A quiver, 
caused by further subterranean up- 
heavals would break this oxide ice into 
a fretwork of a thousand incandescent 
cracks, lighting up the smoke-charged 
pit with a fierce glare. 


Here and there over the surface of 


the lake, columns of white hot lava 
would shoot upwards'like the harmless 
fountains in the public gardens.

The New York Sun says: The shark 


now, as hi- has always done, occupies 
an unique i».sition in the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. 
Thei.' are numerous instances 


in which hi was treated as a god, and 
It was BUPJI ited that if a mother were 
to feed her infant to one', the child's 
soul would . nter the animal's body and 
the latter uould ever after prove a 
friend to the family. As the Hawaiian 
rarely cand in the olden times to be 
bothered \\.th raising 
their children, 


'this was a convenient and comforting 
belief. 


Although the waters surrounding tne 


islands are infested with sharks, It is 
rarely that a native fisherman exhibits 
any fear of them, and the fishermen 
think nothing of running the most des- 
perate cham es in attacking. While the 
native would not consider for a mo- 
ment the capture of his own especial 
god. he'has no compunctions about tak- 
ing some other man'e. 
i 


The natives divide the sharks fre- 


quenting Hawaiian waters into five spe- 
cies, as follows: 
The 
Mano-kanaka 


(man shark), is the shark god of the 
ancient Hawaiians, the Mano, a large 
white shark, and the Niuhi, the largest 
and fiercest of all. The last two are 
rarely seen in Hawaiian waters. The 
Niuhi is said to be seen a long way off 
at night by the bright greenish light of 
its eyeballs. It only is much feared by 
the natives. 
,' 


The- hammer-headed 
and 
white-fin 


sharks are captured in gill nets, seines 
or has nets with other fishes. The larg- 
er species are taken usually with hook 
and line, as no net would be s'rong 
enough to hold them. Shark hooks are 
generally made of a piece of hardwood 
carvel to the proper shape, with a piece 
of sharp pointed bone lashed to t':e en< 
to form the tip. Few of the hooks have 
a barb. 
But frequently the fishermen tak< 
sharks with spears. Diving to a favor 
able spot in about five or six fathom: 
of water, the fisherman places hlmsel 
in a half-crouching posture aga:nst a 
large coral rock and waits for the shark 
to aipear. When one comes he dart 
the spear into a vital spot, if possible 
Should he fail to kill the fish with th 
spear he watches his opportunity an 
completes the operation with his knife 
fearlessly engaging at close quarters

and sleeps with its head forced into th 
sides of its resting place. The diver 
gently slips a noose about the tail and- 
the shark is then hauled up and de- 
spatched. The slightest false movement 
of the diver would startle and hi- would 
probably regret having attacked. Yet 
experts have been known to capture six 
or eight sharks in a day in this man- 


In the olden times the catching of the 


Niuhi was made a royal sport, but there 
has been no regular Niuhi fishery for 
i.early one hundred y?ars. 
A large 


quantity of the livers of the common 
shark would be obtained, and these, 
•with a little of the flesh, would be 
wrapped up in the leaves of the ti plant 
and baked underground. At times, pig 
meat would also be used. From fifty to 
a hundred of the largest single and 
double canoes would be loaded with the 
baked moat and large quantities of the 
pcun-led roots of the awa, mixed with 
a little water and put in large gourds.

The Hawaiian boys are not nearly, 


as anxious wear the naval uniform of 
Uncle Sam as. they once were. Captain 
Rodman of the Iroquois who has been 
commissioned to take enlistments for 
the navy in the Hawaiian Islands has 
been receiving recruits for over a week 
now, 
and not one native, man or boy, 


has applied.' During that time he has 
secured four or five men for the navy 
and has great hopes of more than fur- 
nishing Hawaii's quota. 


The men so far enlisted by Captain 


Rodman were from the water 
front, 


nearly all of them coming off ships in 
the harbor. 


Captain Rodman has written to the 


Navy Department for advertising mat- 
ter setting out the glories and beauties 
of service in the United States navy. 
The department has 
a big supply of 


lithographed posters, on which is paint- 
ed in glowing colors the life of a seaman 
on board Uncle Sam's fine navy. Not 
only are ordinary seamen and lands- 
men wanted, but active campaign will 
be made also for artisans of all kinds 
who would like a term at sea. Bakers, 
mechanics, etc., are paid good wages 
In the navy and Captain Rodman is 
anxious to enlist as many men as pos- 
sible, that come up to the requirements 
of the service. 


Hawaiian boys evidently have not the 


same aloha for the navy that they did 
before some of them had been through 
the actual experience.
